PARIS, Oct. 24.—I learn from

SMITH OBJECTS TO HIS PLAN 


Governor Contends Extension 
. of Voting Hours by Legis- 
lature Is Impracticable. 





The probability of litigation over 
the Board of Elections plan to es- 
tablish 650 new election districts in 
the city and limit the use of voting 
machines to Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn disappeared yesterday afternoon 
when Alderman George U. Harvey of 
Queens withdrew his application for 
a writ of mandamus to compel in- 
stallation of voting machines in 
Queens. 
Shortly before the application was 
withdrawn at the suggestion of Su- 
preme Court Justice Ingraham word 
came from Albany that Governor 
Smith had refused to call @ special 
session of the Legislature to keep the 
polls open until midnight on Nov. 6, 
as requested by John H. Clark Jr., 
counsel for Alderman Harvey, who is 
Republican candidate for Queens 
Borough President. 
The withdrawal of the mandamus 
application came when Justice Ingra- 
ham suggested that it would be fair 
to voters and candidates, in view of 
the nearness of election day, to 
avoid any legal questions such as 
might arise on appeal if he should 
deny the application. Justice Ingra- 
ham made it plain that he could 
find no ground for unsetting mee 
plan promulgated by the Board of 
Elections.

Characterizing Herbert Hoover as a 
“tyne liberal,’ President Angell, in 
@ letter to Professor Bakewell of the 
Department of Philosophy,..who is 
Chairman of the Hoover-Curtis Uni- 
versity Committee for Connecticut, 
declared today that the Secretary 

was “fitted beyond any man of ‘his 
ps ses for the Presidency of 
the United States.” 

“T regard his election as critically 
imperative for the best interests of 
the nation,’’ he wrote. ‘I am most 
happy to state a few of the reasons 
which -lead.me to support Herbert 
Hoover for the Presidency. 

“In the first place, I know of no 
man at present in public life who 
has displayed such extraordinary vi- 
sion in dealing with many stupen- 
— and wholly novel problems cru- 
affecting human welfare. Nor 


do know of any man who, possess- |’ 


ing idealism like Hoover’s, has also 
had his power of translating ideals 
into successful place. Obviously this 
means that he is a man of command- 
ing intellectual and moral power. 

“In the second place, he has en- 
joyed for many years a type of train- 
ing which seems to me to fit him 
beyond any man of his generation 
for the high responsibilities of the 
Presidency.

Seventeen newspapers are pro-Smith, 
seven pro-Hoover, and there are 
three Socialist papers which support 
Norman Thomas. Bighty-eight have 
not committed themselves for any 
candidate, and about 100 German 
publications do not discuss political 
issues.

Of the eight German papers in 
California, only one in Los Angeles 
has declared for Governor pt 4 
In Illinois he is supported by th

The lLockheed-Vega monoplane 
Yankee Doodle, with Captain C. B. 
D. Collyer, pilot, and Harry Tucker, 
the owner, aboard, hopped off Jate 
yesterday afternoon for Los Angeles 
in an attempt to lower the. trans- 
continental record of 18 hours 58 
minutes made by the same’ plane. 
The plane, now almost a veteran of 
transcontinental racing, took the air

Captain Collyer, who flew. with 
John Henry Mears’to Japan in an 
attempt to circle the globe eastward, 
said that he expected the moon to 
set early so that he ‘would have to 
cross the mountains in darkness. 
He planned to fly within sight of 
the ground as long as possible, then 
to climb to 14,000 feet to lessen dan-

Holds Several Records. 


The Yankee Doodle already holds 
several records in cross country 
flight. It was Art Goebel’s record 
west-to-east flight:on Aug. 20 that 
Collyer and Tucker are trying to 
beat. The plane also was declared 
winner of the Transcontinental Air 


Derby last month as it landed at ee 
same objective, but when Goebel and 
Tucker — out they ‘ admitted 
they had stopped’en route for gas, 
thus disqualifying themselves. Tuck- 
er engaged Collyer to vindicate the 
plane in the present hop. 

The ship took the air after a run of 
1,700 feet at exactly 16 minutes 35 
seconds after 4 o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon, accordi to the: official 
timers. Taking th them. only two 
apples and some_ water, the fliers 
and their plane cleared the han * 
of Curtiss Field by 75 feet wi 
roar, and disappeared into the — 
west, in the soft face of a twenty- 
mile breeze which, although an aid in 
taking off with such a oad, would 
slow their time down at. the start. 
According to the weather ‘reports,

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AN EFFECTIVE “SHAM.” 


The first campaign speech of Mr. 
HUGHES is “in character.” It is dig- 
nified, lucid and contains a great 
deal of persuasive reasoning. Avoid- 
ing, as it does, questions of foreign 
policy or international controversies 
that might conceivably come before 
him as now a member of the Inter- 
national Tribunal of Justice, it raises 
no issue of propriety in regard to a 
Judge taking part in a political con- 
test. Most people will like the manly 
frankness with which Mr. HUGHES 
reiterates his praise of Governor 
SMITH, though maintaining that Mr. 
HOOVER’S qualifications for the Presi- 
dency are superior. If there is any 
weakness in the defense of the Re- 
publican record made by Mr. HUGHES 
it is his reference to “‘ wrongs com- 
mitted in the past.” As they were 
committed under the eyes of Mr. 
HUGHES when he was a member of 
the Harding Cabinet, it might seem 
that he would show more resent- 
ment at the way in which, as he ad- 
mits, “ the Republican Party was be- 
trayed in its own house.” But it 
seems sufficient to him that “ prose- 
cutions” have followed, and that 
“ neither President COOLIDGE nor Séc- 
“retary HOOVER is in any way re- 
“ sponsible for these wrongs.” 

After discussing the issues, or the 
lack of issues, between parties, Mr. 
HUGHES came to what he calls the 
“sham battle over prohibition.” He 
thus defines it because the two 
party platforms call for enforce- 
ment, and there can be no repeal of 
the Highteenth Amendment without 
the consent of thirty-six States. But 
this is certainly a light way of dis- 
missing a question which has torn 
both parties asunder and made the 
political map of the country look 
like a .crazy-quilt. If all this is a 
“sham,” it is the most devastating 
one that ever demoralized Repuly- 
can strategy and stood a Preemen- 
tial election on its head. 

Why .does Mr. HUGHES suppose 
that %s was asked to go and speak 
in —— Because - prohibition, 
with its incalculable effect upon the 

voters of St. Louis, threatens Re- 
publican defeat in that State. Why 
does he imagine that Massachusetts 
is put into the Republican column 
only with a very big question mark 
after it, while ‘Rhode. Island and 
Connecticut are as likely to go Dem- 
ocratic as Republican? Again it is 
the sham of prohibition which is 
doing the business. What is it that 
makes Republican leaders tremble 
—— they think of the polling

ANTEDATING THE SPIRIT OF ’76. 


Historians. are notoriously . belli- 
cose. While they do not argue with 
each other about which side won 
the American Revolution — always 
barring the dispute as to whether 
:; Massachusetts was represented by 
any but the sons of Erin during 
that historic episode—they are still 
going back to the question, Who 
started the Revolutionary War? 
They. have not the profusion of tele- 
grams and other documents chrono- 
logically arranged with which stu- 
dents who busy themselves with the 
origin of the World War wage their 


Armed with some documents re- 
cently unearthed in Pennsylvania, 
the Dauphin County Historical So- 
ciety of that State has entered the 
lists against the New England his- 
torians. _Theirs is the same cry heard 
periodically from New Yorkers, Vir- 
ginians and others—that Massachu- 
setts has monopolized the nation’s 
histories and has manipulated them 
so that all the glory goes to New 
England. Judging from past attacks 
of this nature, it would seem that 
the New England historians claim 
that the war was started, fought 
and finished by New Englanders 
with the assistance of a lone: Vir- 
ginia gentleman by the name of 
WASHINGTON, whereas it is known 
that the war was started in Vir- 
ginia, South Carolina or New York, 
and that it was won in spite of the 
New Englanders. 

Pennsylvania. heretofore has con- 
tented herself with being the cradle 
of liberty. But dour New Englanders 
and complacent New Yorkers have 
remarked that Philadelphia was also 
a seat of Tory sympathies. 
Pennsylvanians boast of BEN FRANK-

On the other hand, 
a New York Republican plaintiff 
charged with “Tammany connec- 
tions” lost his case. Doubtless the 
deferidant pleaded ancient, uninter- 
rupted custom. It is surprising to 
find that in Pennsylvania, of all 
States, a political leader was held to 
be libeled by such milk-and-water 
language as that “ without a follow- 
“ing in politics he has set up as a 
“ political boss,” that he was “ with- 
out brains,” and was “ invariably as- 
“sociated with movements which 
“ought not to succeed.” This was 
in 1896. Pennsylvania must have 
improved. It must have been a 
mealy-mouthed generation that 
found statements like that libelous. 
“Nitwit” is more penetrating and 
malicious than “without brains,” 
yet “ CHARLEY” CURTIS never: sued. 
The Anti-Saloon League should be 
interested.to know that “a cartoon 
“holding a leader of a reform party 
“up to ridicule as a hypocrite” was 
declared libelous. From the time of 
“TOM” REED and “ JOE” CANNON, 
“Czar” has been so common a 
noun, so nicked and worn with use, 
as to be harmless, almost ludicrous. 
It must have been fresher to Texas 
in 1913, for there a newspaper arti- 
cle about “ the tyranny and bulldoz- 
“ing methods of a self-constituted 
“Czar” was held to be a libel. Be- 
fore his decline and fall-off, “ Big 
BILL” THOMPSON certainly “ran” 
Chicago. Free or immured, Mayor 
“ Bossy” GILLIS “ runs” Newbury- 
port. Is it libelous to say so? 

In Mr. HOLMEsS’s digest the one 
apposite case, from Kansas, shows 
that the “running ” must be specific 
and limited: 

An article which stated that a 
Mayor had declared that he was 
running the city was held not to 
constitute a libel upon him, where 
the statement and declaration both 
had reference only to a meeting of 
the.

Martin’ Jerome Keogh, a member of 
the bench of the State of New York 
from his first election in 1895 until 
his retirement in 1922 upon reach- 
ing the age limit of 70 years, died. 
at his: home, 628 Pelham Road, here 
early this morning. 

Justice Keogh had been an invalid 
for eight years following a stroke and 
his death had been expected for some 
He had been in a comatose 
condition and all the members of his 
family were at his bedside when he 
died. Since his retirement Justice 
Keogh made an annual pilgrimage 
to. the court: house in White Plains 
to receive the greetings of jurists, 
court attachés, lawyers, newspaper- 
men, jurors and county officials for 
whom he had a deep attachment dur- 
ing his twenty-seven years on. the

Commissioner Gives His Views. 


“We have no affiliation with any 
boxing body of national scope, nor, 
so long as I can prevent it, will we 
undertake such.an alliance,’’. said 
Commissioner Muldoon. ‘‘Our situa- 
tion today is what it always has 
been. We. are ready to help other 
boxing bodies throughout the country 
when and if the need arises, and we 
welcome a reciprocal arrangement 
with our commission. 

“Our State law imposes on us the 
= onsibility for administering the 

tatute under which boxing is con- 
dueted in thie Stats. ze does =vt 
give authority to assume. alliances 
with organizations or institutions 
whose object is to control or su 
vise boxing throughout the country. 
Our jurisdiction does not extend be- 
yond the confines of our State. We 
are at liberty to enter into agree- 
ments with other governing bodies 
when such agreements in no way 
subordinate our law, and we have 
entered such agreements with a 
number of States. 

“As a matter of fact this arrange- 
ment, to me, is preferable to. the 
other. It is always more desirable 
to do a thing voluntarily and not 
because of an obligation. When you 
feel you have to do a certain thing, 
you don’t want to do it. That is a 
human weakness, which also applies 
to institutions. 

‘“‘We had no working agreement 
with California in the unpléasant- 
ness arising there last Summer out 
of the refusal of Joe Dundee to de- 
fend his welterweight title against 
Ace Hudkins because’ an exorbitant 
sum of money was not forthcoming, 
yet we concurred in California’s sus- 
pension of Dundee and. denied. him 
the privilege of boxing here ‘until he 
had : gained reinstatement in the 
centre where he caused ‘the trouble. 
That was the only natural thing to 
do, the only proper thing to do. and 
we did it voluntarily. Boxing always 
— be conducted along just such 
ines. 


Sees No Need for Organization. 


“Personally I don’t see the need 
for any formal organization of the 
different boxing centres when recip- 
rocal agreements will accomplish the 
same end. bag «agp inn I might add 
that if I had my y Dundee would 
not -be perfaitted igh box here, nor 
would a champion like Mickey 
Walker.

Anti-Injunction Bill Condemned Also 
: at Close of Convention of 
Manufacturers. 


“Tariff revision, relict from exac- 
tions of the Sherman anti-trust law 
and the proposed anti-injunction leg- 
On were.the chief topics. dis- 
cussed yesterday at the closing ses- 
sions of the annual convention of the 
National=Association of Manufactur- 
ers, held at the Waldorf. 
Joseph W. Randall of J. Randall 


& Brothers, Philadelphia, told the| ‘Pp 


tion’s Tariff Committee that 
the way the tariff has been revised 
for the last oy. years clearly indi- 
cates the pitf to be avoided in 
future revision. 

"The method adopted for the six 
revisions of the wool schedules by the 
Republican Party since’ 1867,”’ said 
Mr. Randall, ‘‘has been for the ma- 
jority in Congress to turn the fram- 
ing of the wool schedule over to a 
combine. of .manufacturers in the 
East and wool growers in the West. 
Of course there has been at each 
revision the pretense of independent 
consideration and action by the 
House, Senate and President, but it 
was only pretense. 

“The result has been a succession 
of tariff abominations discriminating 
against some branches of the busi- 
hess, granting —— favors of great 
value to other branches and‘ invari- 
ably — the consumer. As 
long as human nature remains what 
it is, these evils of discrimination 
and special privilege will be the re- 
sult of any-tariff framed by men who 
stand to profit certain adjust- 
ments of duties and classifications.”’ 

After referring to the tariff com- 
missions appointed in the past, Mr. 
Randall i ane the proposal of the 
American ff League for the ap- 
pointment of a large committee, each 
member of which represented an in- 
dustry.This committee would frame 
tariff schedules to be presented to 
Congress as the collective wisdom of 
American industry. 

The work of the Tariff Commission 
was criticized by William W. Nichols 
of the Allis Chaimers Manufacturing 
Company, Chairman of the associa- 
tion’s committee on tariff. He 
warned against tinkering with the 
tariff “by any political demagoguc 
—— only in and for the pres- 
ent. 

“Unfortunately a fundamental 
weakness~so impairs its [the Tariff 
Commission’s] usefulness as to make 
the continuance of the commission a 
fYave question in the minds of 
some,’’ said Mr. Nichols. He declared 
that the tariff.changes made by the 
ecmmission have been so trivial in 
comparison with the needs ‘‘as to 
hold. up for ridicule the whole per- 
formance of one of most important 
Government institutions.’’ He reiter- 
ated the recommendations of the 
Board of Directors that a non- 
partisan, semi-judicial board be anp- 
pointed by the President and to be 
known as the United States Tariff 
Board, the board to function in place 
of the Tariff Commission and that 
for the board ‘‘the one controlling 
criterion should be the preservation 
of American standards of living.’’ 

Robert O. S. Lawson, President of 
the Ajax Rope Company complained 
that the cordage industry in the 
United States was faced with a se- 
rious problem in the ‘‘insufficient 
duty’”’ placed on rope imports. 

James A. Emery, General Counsel 
of the association, denounced bills 
now pending before the Senate Law 
Committee which aimed to restrict 
the power of the courts. He criticized 
severely the anti-injunction bill spon- 
sored by Senator Shipstead. The con- 
vention endorsed his attitude in a 
resolution. 

John E. Edgerton of the Lebanon 
Woolen Mills, Lebanon, Tenn., was 
re-elected President; George S. Bou- 
dinot, for 25 years Secretary, was 
made Secretary Emeritus, and the 
other officers elected were as fol- 
lows: Treasurer, Henry Abbott, Cal- 
culograph Company, New.

HOLDSSTUDENTS OVERWORK 


‘Many on Duty 12 Hours a Day, She 
Declares—Two Organizations 
Elect Officers. 


There is an excess of nurses in 
New York State and an increase of 
unemployment in the roster of regis- 
‘tered nurses, according to a report 
made by Miss Harriet Bailey, Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Nurse 
Examiners, to the business session 
of the New York State-Nursing As- 
sociation yesterday morning in the 
Leverich Towers Hotel, Brooklyn. 
‘The meeting opened the second 
day .of the three-day combined con- 
vention of the State: Nursing’ Asso- 
ciation, the New York State League 
of Nursing Education and the New. 
¥ork State Organization for Public 
Health Nurses. : 

“There is unauestionably an over- 
production of nurses at the present 
time,’’ said Mies Bailey. ‘‘There’ has 
been a considerable decrease in mor- 
tality rates as the communicable 
and constitutional diseases. become 
better controlled, and registries are 
reporting that the periods of em- 
ployment for nurses are of shorter 
duration .and therefore the periods 
of unemployment are lengthened.”’ . 

Miss Bailey then spoke of over- 
work among students in nursing 
schools of hospitals. She said that 
out of 138 schools from which she 


had received reports, only twenty- 
one. were allowing the students an 
eight-hour day, and that forty-two 
were allowing a twelve-hour day.

Chinese Church Asks Independence. 


The report of the Committee on 
Foreign “Missions, - presented by 
Bishop Francis of Indianapolis, in- 
ciuded a recommendation that a com- 


mittee composed of the three mis- 
sionary bishops of China be ap- 
pointed to confer with the Chinese 
church.regarding the latter’s request 
for independence. 

All the missionary districts of the 
American, Canadian and English 
Episcopal’ Churches in China are or- 
ganized as a native church known as 
the Holy Catholic Church of China. 

This church, it was stated today, has 
petitioned the House of Bishops to 
become an independent church, 

This petition received favorable 
action and the three missionary 
bishops—Bishop Roots of Hankow, 
Bishop Graves of Shanghai and 
Bishop Huntington of Nanking—will 
be appointed to confer with the 
Chinese church.

SWEDES TO MEET ON LABOR. 


“Industrial Parliament’”’ Will Seek to 
Avert Costly Struggles, 

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 24 ().—An in- 
dustrial parliament to bring about 
permanent peace for labor in Sweden 
has been summoned by the new 
Swedish Government, of which Ad- 
miral Arvid Lindman is Premier. It 
will meet at the end of November in 
Stockholm and will consider ways 
and means to avoid further labor 
conflicts. 

It has been estimated that in five 
years about 52,000,000 working days 
have been lost, The pulp and paper 
battle early this year cost the coun- 
try about $8,000,000, and, due to the 
conflict in the Lapland iron mines. 
Sweden’s foreign trade balance will
